Claims 2-6 and 62 have been cancelled. 

Claim 63 (currently amended). An isolated nucleic acid comprising a [promoter 
having a] fragment of sequence of SEQ ID N0:1 [which is capable of stem-specific 
promoter activity], wherein said fragment [the J AS promoter] has stem-specific promoter 
activity. 

Claim 64 (currently amended). An isolated nucleic acid comprising a [JAS 
promoter having a] fragment of sequence of SEQ ID N0:1 [which is capable of stem- 
specific promoter activity] and an exogenous nucleic acid, wherein [the JAS promoter] 
said fragment has stem-specific promoter activitv and wherein said fragment is operable 
to drive stem-specific expression or transcription of the exogenous nucleic acid. 

The above amendnjents were made to overcome enablement issues of record 
and to further clarify the claimed invention. Fragments having promoter activity is 
enabled because it is routine for one skilled in the art to truncate promoters in 
expression systems and determine which fragments would retain promoter activity.
